While espousing the cause of Gov. 
Smith, Dr. Van Duke does not in so 
many words come out for his elec­ 
tion as President of the* United S t a t ­ 
es. 
He declares, however, that the 
the reality of A m erican freedom by 
election of a Catholic “ would prove 
m anifesting the firmness of the sep­ 
aration between church and state". 
Presbyterian Clergyman 
Dr. Van Dyke, a w riter and P re s­ 
byterian 
clergym an 
of 
world-wide 
fame, was Moderator of the General 
P resbyterian Assembly, which met in 
this city in 1902, and voted to elim i­ 
nate from the W estm inster confess­ 
ion of faith a clause 
which applied 
the doctrine of predestination to the 
extent of declaring that the fate of 
hum an beings m this world and 
the 
world to come had In-en foreordain­ 
ed. 
He was professor of English lit­ 
eratu re at Princeton U niversity from I 
1902 to 1923 
and 
represented this 
country at the Hague from 1913 
to; 
1917, when he resigned. 
He was al- ' 
so an A m erican lecturer at the U ni­ 
versity of Paris. 
At present he lives 
in retirem ent. 


The text of Dr. Van Dyke’s s ta te ­ 
ment follows: 


“ At the present moment there is on 
foot in these United States 
a wide­ 
spread cabal to keep one of the ca n ­ 
didate* for the presidency from elec­ 
tion because he is a member of 
the 
Catholic church. 
The other candidate 
ha* handsomely disavowed any per­ 
sonal share in the sentim ents or a r ­ 
gum ents which characterize this cab­ 
al. 
This is much to his credit. 
“ But, unfortunately, he cannot, or 
at least he does 
not, restrain 
and 
check the pernicious activity of 
his 
supporters, who are convinced 
that 
the end of a victory for then party 
justifies any means which they 
em ­ 
ploy to secure it. 
Hence, if their can 
didate should be elected, he 
would 
owe his election in part to the relig­ 
ious prejudice and anti-Catholic en­ 
mity which the cabalists have stirred 
up and m arshaled to the polls.

F. A. Genteman has

farm 
without b u i l d i n g s or fences, and thru 
good management and alfalfa build­ 
ing a model farm. 
Nine years ago Genteman 
moved 
on the place against tht

friends. 
At that time the land was 
covered w ith buvkbrush anti wild dew­ 
berry and

vines.

sented a discouraging appearance.

are producing. A home costing $4500 
is surrounded by fruit trees.

producing Holstein cows. 
Genteman is a town boy. 
His fath- 
*i owns the O’Fallon Bank, in which 
he worked. 
For a time he managed a 
lumber yard but his health started 
to fail so he decided 
to 
farm. 
H* 
bought th*- land cheap hut says 
ht 
would n»«t take $150 an acre for 
it 
now. 
“The first few years 
we 
set 
to 
work to straighten things out. and 
we niade only a living, but we were 
able to improve the place 
greatly”, 
says Mrs. Genteman. 
Genteman 
found the land 
to be 
sour. 
More than three tons of ground 
limestone were applied per acre 
in 
some places. 
Neat a long time pro­ 
gram was arranged to build up the 
land, stop washing and «ihtain pro­ 
fitable operation. 
Sweet clover pas­ 
ture and alfalfa hay were decided on 
as the basis of crop production 
and 
high class chickens and cows for cash 
returns.

man g**ts a fancy price

Genteman also gets a fancy price foi 
her eggs from special St. Louis cus­ 
tomers. 
She has 150 hens. 
Genteman is secretary of the St 
Uhailes County National Farm Loan 
Association and secretary of the Mu 
trial Fire Insurance Co., both of which 
bring in good returns as side issue*. 
He also runs

station 
at 
O’Fallon.

United S tates in 1930 to study A m er­

mission at Paris, by Thom as H. Mac­ 
Donald. chief of the United 
States 
B ureau of Public Roads and chairm an 
of the H ighw ay Education Board. 
Mr. MacDonald went to France as 
head of the official delegation repre­ 
senting the A m erican governm ent at 
the road meeting. 
He later made an 
investigation into phases of highway 
development in many of the countries 
of W estern Europe and 
in 
British 
Isles. 
Interest in Program 
“ Not only was the invitation ex­ 
tended 
by 
our 
C ongress th ro u g h j 
President Coolidge accepted unanim ­ 
ously”, said 
Mr. MacDonald,

from 
com ments 
of delegates

other countries, it is evident there is I 
a deep-rooted, world-wide interest in 
what is Iwing done to improve high­ 
ways here.

’The great distinction which 
ex-* 
ists between our program and that 
of other nations, is that while 
here 
the whole country has adopted motor 
transportation, elsewhere car use 
is 
still largely in the hands of a few. 
“The rapid expansion in the U n it­ 
ed S tates faced our engineers with an 
urgent dem and for the im m ediate im­ 
provement of hundred of thousands 
of miles of highway. 
At 
the 
same 
time 
increased valuations 
growing 
out of bettered tran sp o rtatio n facili­ 
ties and a m oderate tax upon the ve­ 
hicle itself made it actually cheaper 
for the public to have roads than to 
go without them, so th a t 
we 
were 
able to em bark upon a 
construction 
program without parallel in the his­ 
tory of public works without dislocat­ 
ing our financial system. 
“Concurrently, we were faced with 
the question of w hether it was cheap­ 
er to build these roads slowly 
and 
laboriously by hum an labor as most 
other countries now do, or whether 
we should work out m ass production 
methods and so meet the national de­ 
mand quickly. 
Experience has dem ­ 
onstrated that the latter plan is by 
fa r the more efficient and less costly.
